The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 56, 57, 60-68, 76-84, 128, 131 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hucke '421 . 
This is the same rejection made in paper 22, incorporated herein by reference. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/28/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The carbon may be hard due to the oxides used to promote graphitization. Due 
to the similarity to what is claimed, it appears that the graphite is the same. A showing 



of the properties resulting from varying amounts of oxide would be appropriate.
